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Allies Will Reject 


28-Nation Meeting, 
seek Big-4 Parley 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Western diplomatic ex- 
perts Saturday were expected to finish drafting a tenta- 


tive allied proposal calling 


on Russia to participate in 


a four-power foreign ministers conference this spring on 


the issues of Berlin, Germany, 
and European security. 

Official informants said the 
draft of the note probably wou!d 
be sent Monday to Paris for con- 
sideration by the i14-nation 
NATO Council. 

The note, in effect, would con- 
stitute a rejection of Russia’s 
Jan. 10 proposal for a 28-nation 
German ace conference to 
meet by March 10 in Warsaw 
or Prague. The Russians indi- 
cated they wanted to write a 
peace pact which would isolate 
and neutralize Germany and 
possibly perpetuate its divi- 
sion. 


The draft to be completed Sat- 
urday was hammered out by a 
“working group” of representa- 
tives of the United States, Brit- 
ain, France and West Germany. 

The Western Big Three and 
their German allies are in gen- 
eral agreernent that the Big 
Four foreign ministers meeting 
should be held in the early part 
of May, officials said. But they 
declined to say whether a speci- 
fic date would be suggested in 
the proposed draft. 

Officials said the proposed al- 
lied note, relatively short for a 
diplomatic document, will: 

1. Express again the willing- 
ness of the allies to discuss Ber- 
lin if it is considered within the 
general context of German unifi- 
cation, a peace treaty and Euro- 
pean security. 

2. Suggest that the best 
forum for such a_ discussion 
would be a spring meeting of 
the Big Four foreign ministers 
where matters could be thresh- 
ed out confidentially instead of 
in the propaganda spotlight. 

3. Call for adequate “proce- 
dural arrangements” to be made 
for the conference possibly 
through a prior session of the 
ambassadorial representatives of 
the four countries. 

The impression given by high 
officials was that they expected 
a Big Four foreign ministers 
conference would get under 
way in Geneva about May 1 
unless the Russians refuse. 

The note worked out by the 
diplomatic “experts” concerns 
principally procedural matters, 
officials said, and will offer no 
counterproposals other than sug- 
gesting a Big Four foreign min- 
isters meeting as an alternative 
to the 28-nation peace confer- 
ence, which the West considers 
unacceptable on a number of 
counts.

Lloyd Reveals 


Moscow Topics 


GLASGOW (UPI) — For- 
eign Secretary Selwyn Lioyd 
said here Saturday he and 
Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan will tell the Russians 
that Britain wants peace 
when they make their forth- 
coming trip to Moscow. 

He said they also will 
press the Soviets to accept 
an East-West agreement for 
controlled nuclear disarma- 
ment, to increase East West 
contacts across the Iron 
Curtain and step up trade 
with Britain. 

Lloyd said Macmillan and 
he will not go to Moscow 
“as plenipotentiaries with 
a specific mission on behalf 
of a group of countries. We 
shall not go to negotiate. 
We shall, however, repre- 
sent certain ideas with re- 
gard to world affairs.” 

Lloyd said they also would 
discuss the question of Ger- 
many, European security 
and Berlin. 


West Foreign 


Ministers to 
Meet Mar. 15 


PARIS (AP)—A Foreign Min- 
isters’ conference of the United 
States, Britain, France and West 
Germany will be held in Paris 
March 15, unimpeachable 
sources In the French capital 
confirmed Saturday. 


The Foreign Ministers would 
primarily consider the sounding 
that British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan will then 
have made through his trip to 
Moscow. 


An invitation to the Soviet 
Union for a Foreign Ministers’ 
conference on questions related 
to European security and Ger- 
man reunification could result 
from the Paris meeting. 

It was understood in diplo- 
matic circles that ‘the Western 
Powers are not yet in the posi- 
tion to propose a specific date 


Union. 


The Paris Foreign Ministers 
meeting was discussed by U.S. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and French President 
Charlies De Gaulle in their 
meetings here Friday. 


The agreement on a Western 
Foreign Ministers’ meeting if 
Paris indicates the Western 
Powers are angling for a top 
level meeting with the Soviet 
Union in April. This would 
closely follow the 10th anniver- 
sary meeting of the North At- 
lantic Powers in Washington 
April 2. 


USAF Successfully 
Launches Titan ICBM 


CAPE CANAVERAL,  Fia. 
(AP)—The United States has 
launched its “second genera- 
tion” missile program with the 
debut of the powerful Titan. 

The new war rocket, shaped 
like a huge bullet, performed 
smoothly on a 220-mile limited 
range flight Friday after fail- 
ing to fly on two previous at- 
tempts. The Air Force said 
Friday's launching was highly 
successful. 

After its brief flight, the Titan 
fell into the Atlantic, 

The blastoff of the intercon- 
tinental range ballistic missile 
signaled the start of an accele- 
rated drive to produce advanced 
missiles superior to the present 
weapons in the U.S. arsenal. 

Titan was developed as a fol- 
low-on series to the present 
Atlas which already has logged 
a 4%-ton orbiting satellite and 
one triumph over interconti- 
nental range. 

Some estimates place the 
Titan range capability at 9,000 
miles. 

In comparison the Atlas has a 
range of 6,300 miles. 

The gold-tinted rocket weighs 
110 tons. The range was short 
and the mission basic on thir 
first test flight. As soon as the 
missile left the launcher, 90 per 
cent of the test objectives were 
accomplished, it was learned, 

These included testing ground 
support equipment, the launch 
controls and the performance of 
the first stage propulsion sys- 
tem. 

The second stage was a dum- 
my. It carried several thousand 
gallons of water for ballast in 
place of liquid fuel, |

Dulles Issue 
‘Stand Firm’ 
Statements 


BONN (AP)—USS. Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles said 
Saturday the Western allies 
must find a way to meet “the 
Soviet challenge to our rights 
in Berlin—if need by common 
action.” 

The Secretary did not say 
what he meant by the word “ac- 
tion” but from the framework 
of his remarks it appeared he 
had force in mind. 

Dulles looked hale and hearty 
as he arrived in Bonn for the 
last of his three consultations 
on a whirlwind trip through 
Europe. 

Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, 
who was on hand at the airport, 
said the Western allies “stand 
fast on our principles” but are 
ready to talk about methods of 
dealing with the Soviet threat 
to Berlin. 

Standing before microphones 
with a crowd of 200 looking on, 
Adenauer told Dulles the pur- 
pose of his trip was not to dis- 
cuss the basic principles of 
Western policy but just the 
methods. 

Dulles replied: “You have 
well stated the purpose of my 
trip. It is not necessary to re 
examine the fundamentals of 
our relationship. They are fix- 
ed, solid and unshakeable.” 

Dulles referred to his previ- 
ous calls—he called them con- 
sultations—in London and Pa- 
ris and said that the methods 
of dealing with the Berlin situa- 
tion are “still in the formative 
stage.” 

Dulles opened his talks with 
Adenauer and Foreign Minister 
Heinrich von Brentano at Ade- 
nauer’s chancellery at 3 p.m. 
(midnight, JST). Whether or 
not there would be further talks 
Sunday was not yet determined. 

After meetings in London and 
Paris, Dulles can emphasize to 
Adenauer that the West is 
agreed in principle on a foreign 
ministers conference with Rus- 
sia sometime before May 27— 
the date on which Russia threat- 
ens to leave West Berlin strand- 
ed in Communist East Germany. 
Dulles’ trip, according to re 
liable sources has been dell- 
cately concerned with exploring 
the possibility of new Western 
approaches to the German ques- 
tion and then getting a unity 
of views on these new ap- 
proaches. . 

This is understood to be the 
main difficulty in Bonn where 
Adenauer is the sternest of the 
Western leaders when it comes 
to any dickering with the Rus- 
oe about German reunifica- 
tion. 
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Accord in Paris 

PARIS (Kyodo-Reutet)—Gen- 
eral agreement “all along the 
line” on Germany and a firm 
stand on Berlin were reported 
after talks here Friday between 
President Charles de Gaulle and 
U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles. — 

Dulles, on the second leg of 
his flying tour of Western capi- 
tals, conferred with De Gaulle, 
Premier Michel Debre and For- 
eign Minister Maurice Couve de 
Murville for 90 minutes at the 
President's Elysee Palace. 

A French Foreign Ministry 
spokesman, speaking at a press 
conference, confirmed France's 
coolness toward the idea of hold- 
ing an East-West foreign minis- 
ters conference on Germany be- 
fore May 27—the date by which, 
the Russian say, the status of 
Berlin should be revised.

MANILA (UPI)—The effigies 
of President Carlos P. Garcia’s 
$2.5 million yacht and $1 mil- 
lion presidential plane were 
burned in a rally in central Que- 
zon Province Saturday night, it 
was reported Sunday. 

The Philippines News Serv- 
ice said 10,000 people attended 
the rally which was sponsored 
by a student group. 

The rally denounced the ac 
quisition of the yacht and plane 
as inconsistent with Garcia's 
“austerity” policy to help this 
nation out of its economic dif- 
ficulties, the agency said. 

The rally also branded the de- 
nial of an entry permit into the 
Philippines to Time-Life corre- 
spondent James Bell an _ in- 
fringement on freedom of the 
press.

Keep Record 
Straight, U.K. 
Urges D.C. 


LONDON (AP) — Britain has 
asked the U.S. State Department 
to keep the record straight on 
what it described as American 
press charges that the British 
are snarling allied plans against 
a Berlin blockade, the Foreign 
Office said Saturday. 


Sir Harold Caccia, British am- 
bassador in Washington, went 
to the State Department Friday 
to voice British objection to 
these suggestions. He was re 
ceived by U.S. Deputy Secretary 
of State Robert Murphy. 


Caccia’s move. followed re- 
ports that the British were hold- 
ing out against use of land force 
to push convoys through if the 
Communists blockade Berlin. 
These reports pictured the Brit- 
ish as preferring to rely on an 
airlift. 

After seeing Murphy, Ambas- 
sador Caccia told British corre- 
spondents in Washington, “If 
there has been an impasse, it 
has not been of our seeking 
or making.” 

Correspondents said he, -left 
the clear implication that any 
foot-dragging over antiblockade 
planning had been in the State 
Department. 

Caccia recalled that a month 
ago the British Embassy in 
Washington readily endorsed a 
French suggestion for talks by 
military experts on what to do 
if Berlin is blockaded.

Khrushchev, Chou Sign 
Multi-Billion Ruble Deal 


LONDON (AP)—Russia Satur- 
day signed an agreement to 
build 78 major industrial enter- 
prises for Communist China—a 
project which the official Tass 
agency said runs into billions of 
rubles, 


Tass said the enterprises in- 
clude chemical, coal, oil and me- 
tallurgical plants as well as 
electric power plants. It said 
they are in addition to ali other 
existing agreements for Soviet 
aid to China. 


The agency did not specify 
the exact cost. In foreign trans- 
actions the Soviet ruble is cal- 
culated at four to the U.S. dol- 
lar. 


The deal was signed in the 
Kremlin Saturday by Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev and 
Communist . Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai. Chou has been 
in Moscow for the Soviet Com- 
munist Party congress. 


Tass said Red China will pay 
for the Soviet help “by deliv- 
ering to the USSR goods on con- 
ditions already determined in 
the existing Soviet-Chinese trade 
agreement.” 


Russian organizations, it said, 
will carry out survey work, sup- 
ply blueprints, equipment and 
some special materials and will 
send their technicians to China. 

It added that a considerable 


part of the equipment for the 
enterprises will be produced in 
China and the Chinese will pro- 
vide the blueprints for several 
of the enterprises. 


The agreement is in line with 
the Soviet bloc decision to pool 
economic resources to build up 
China and other backward na- 
tions under Communist rule. 

This policy was adopted at the 
“Red summit” meeting in Mos- 
cow last May. The new Soviet- 
China agreement is its most 
spectacular product so far, 


Toast Solidarity 

MOSCOW (AP)—Premier Ni- 
kita Khrushchev and Commu- 
nist Chinese Premier Chou En- 
lai drank a toast in the Krem- 
lin Friday to “unbreakable una- 
nimity and solidarity of inter- 
national communism.” 


Soviet-Iraq Accord 
DAMASCUS (AP)—Baghdad 
Radio said Saturday the Soviet 
Union and Iraq have agreed “in 
principle” to conclude a vast eco- 
nomic and technical cooperation 
agreement. 


An official Iraqi delegation 
will fly shortly to Moscow to fi- 
nalize. and sign the projected 
accord, the radio added.

Mitsu Kono, chairman of the 
Socialist Diet Policy Committee, 
pressed for revision of the com 
promise draft. He said: 

1. The resolution should not 
be merely a Diet resolution but 
should be a declaration to the 
world. 

2. The two parties should 
confirm their unified interpreta- 
tion of the proposed resolution 
that Japan will not have any 
nuclear weapons under any 
circumstances. 

Kaneshichi Masuda, Kono’s 
Liberal-Democratic counterpart, 
rejected the two demands.

Kogoro Uemura, Keidanren 
vice chairman, reportedly, will 
drop a hint in this respect when 
he meets Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi soon. 


According to quarters close to 
Keidanren, there is mounting 
sentiment among its members 
that a new Japanese mission 
should be sent to the U.S. to 
find out which U.S. jet plane 
would be most suitable for Ja- 
pan-—Grumman, Lockheed or 
some other plane. 


Keidanren members are said 
to feel that a new choice would 
be quite in order in the eyes 
of the Japanese people who are 
suspicious that some scandals 
were involved behind the Gov- 
ernment’s recent choice of the 
Grumman Super Tiger for the 
Self-Defense Force. 


The Grumman choice became 
a serious political issue. 

Uemura reportedly gained the 
support of William H. Draper, 
Jr., head of the U.S. Presidential 
military aid survey mission 
which visited Japan last week, 
for his plan to seek a U.S. as 
sistance of about $100 million 
on a four-year installment basis 
for the Japanese production of 
the new fighter plane. 

Observers, however, believed 
that the Grumman would most 
likely be chosen again since its 
producer has made considerable 
improvements, including a more 
powerful engine, and has set 
some fiying records with the 
new model.

These sources also disclosed 
that Yiu would meet tomorrow 
with Renzo Sawada, Jgpan’s 
chief delegate to the over-all 
talks that began last April but 
have been in recess since mid- 

ber. 

Yiu and Sawada would “dis- 
cuss resumption of these talks,” 
the sources said. They added, 
however, that Yiu “intended to 
make it clear once again tomor- 
row that these talks will not be 
resumed if Japan goes ahead 
with the repatriation plan.”

To Urge Repat 


An estimated 1,000 _ leftist 
Korean youths, mostly students 
and some laborers, yesterday 
held a rally in Tokyo in an 
effort to prod the Japanese 
Government to take positive 
steps for repatriation of leftist 
Korean residents in Japan to 
North Korea. 

The meeting at the Toshiba 
Pubile Hall was sponsored by 
the Korea Youth League in Ja- 
pan and backed by the Federa- 
tion of Korean Residents In Ja- 
pan (Chosen Soren).

Red Cross in settling the con- 
troversial question. 


Kishi Denies Involvement 
In Djakarta Debt Scandal 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi was in hot water yester- 
day in connection with the con- 
struction of a new villa in the 
Atami hot spring resort. 

Kogoro Uemura, vice chair- 
man of the Federation of Eco- 
nomic Organizations , (Keidan- 
ren) called on Kishi at his Shi- 
buya residence and discussed 
with him a rumor that Kishi 
was involved in a scandai. 

During their talk, Uemura, 
one of Kishi's stanchest sup- 
porters, told the Prime Minis- 
ter that “it was very unwise 
to have built a villa in Atami.” 


According to Uémura, Kishi 
said, “Il think I was wrong,’ 


but categorically denied that he 
was involved in a scandal con- 
nected with reparations pay- 
ments to Indonesia. 

Uemura said he told Kishi 
that the rumor hurt the Prime 
Minister’s prestige and reputa- 
tion as the Prime Minister. 

The business leader also said 
he advised Kishi to rent a vil- 
la if he wished to have a place 
for resting. 

Vemura has helped the rul- 
ing Liberal-Democratic Party to 
obtain political donations from 
business circles.

The Japanese amendment was proposed to a resolution de- 


manding the United States re. 


turn Okinawa. to Japan. The 
latter resolution was submitted 
without prior Japanese ap 
proval. 


A Japanese delegation spokes- 
man told newsmen that origi 
nally his delegation had avoid- 
ed demanding the return of 
Habomai and Shikotan in the 
Kurtles group. Hence the dele 
gation decided not to mention 
either Okinawa or the Kuriles. 

When the Okinawa issue was 
injected in the resolution, how 
ever, the Japanese said they in- 
sigted on the Kuriles amend 
nient being added. 


The conference political com- 
mittee was due to vote on the 
amendment later Saturday. ‘ 


This resolution and amend- 
ment may put the entire con- 
ference on the spot. 


If the conference rejects the 
Kuriles amendment and ap- 
proves of the Okinawa resolu- 
tion, its avowed neutrality will 
be seriously compromised. On 


the other hand, if the confer- 
ence accepted the Kuriles 
amendment, it would alienate 


the powerful Soviet delegation, 


A Japanese delegation spokes- 
man said the amendment said: 
“The Japanese delegation de- 
mands the Soviet Union should 
return immediately the north- 
ern islands of Japan (Habomai 
and Shikotan) illegally occupied 
by the Soviet Union since the 
end of World War Il, as well 
as demanding the restoration of 
Okinawa to Japan from the 
United States.” 

The Japanese said they did 
not know who introduced the 
Okinawa resolution, “but we 
have been told it was Red 
China.” The spokesman term- 
ed this action “very regrettable” 
since only the countries involv- 
ed normally introduce resolu- 
tions their own prob- 
lems.

Red Trend Rapped 

CAIRO (UPI)—South Viet- 
nam’s delegation charged Fri- 
day that the Afro-Asian Youth 
Conference “is falling under 
the control of Communist ele- 
ments.”

Prof. Nils Richtner confirm 
ed the report but made no com- 
ment to a newspaper dispatch 
saying Nasser was “facing the 
danger of losing his voice.” 

Richtner got a call from the 
presidential palace in Cairo last 
and no surgical operation or in- 
December.

NEW YORK (AP)—Laét Oct. 
2 when bionde schoolteacher 
Virginia McManus was arrested 
in a vice raid, she haughtily 
insisted: 


“I don’t take my clothes off 
in front of people.” 

Her sole interest, she said at 
the time, was literature, which 
she taught at a Brooklyn high 
school.

The locale of the latest noc- 
turnal adventure of the 25-year- 
old ex-schoolteacher was a 
$350 a month 12th floor apart- 
ment in an expensive neighbor- 
hood.

There were, also, police 
said, two men in various stages 
of disarray, the men, who were 
released, were not identified. 

The apartment also boasted 
three telephones—one red, one 
white and one blue.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—A 
brain cooling technique derived 
from Japanese research enabl- 
ing surgeons to cut off the 
blood supply and operate inside 
the skull or on the heart for a 
full hour was described here. 

The system, worked out on 
dogs by Dr. John KE. Connolly 
of Stanford University, is al- 
most ready for trial on humans, 
he reported. 

Present techniques permit a 
surgeon to work while a pa- 
tient’s brain is bloodless for no- 
more than eight minutes with- 
out irreparable damage. 

Dr. Connolly told a press con- 
ference Thursday that his blood 
refrigeration technique, derived 
from Japanese research in the 
same field, involves super cool- 
ing of the brain while the body 
remains warmer. 

By a method called hypo- 
thermia, heart surgeons some- 
times cool the whole body by 
surrounding it with ice, reduc- 
ing the normal temperature of 
98.6 degrees to a low of 82 
degrees. This slows the metabo- 
lic rate (as in animal hiberna- 
tion) and the heart can be stop 
ped for surgery—but for eight 
minutes at most.

Drill On for Wedding Horse Parade 


By GYO HANI 


One day last. week, police In- 
spector Kenzo Ikeda heaved a 
sigh of relief as he watched 14 
young horses ridden by his men 
tret in perfect formation at the 
Metropolitan Police Depart. 
ment’s riding ground in Aoyama. 

Ikeda then felt confident for 
the first time that he would be 
able to discharge the tough as- 
signment he was given a month 
before—to train the newly ac 
quired horses for a ceremonial | 
procession in three months, less | 
than one-tenths of the period 
normally required for the job. 

The deadline is April 10. The 
oceasion will be the coach par- 
ade by Crown Prince Akihito 
and his bride Michiko from the 
Imperial Palace to the Crown 
Prince’s residence in Shibuya 
following their wedding cere- 
monies at the palace. 

The police inspector could not 
blame his superiors for the dif- 
ficult assignment because it was 
brought about as a result of two 
factors beyond their control. 
First, there are only four months 
from the official announcement 
of the Prince’s betrothal to 
Miss Shoda and their wedding 
date, and second, half of 21 
horses kept by the Mounted 
Police Division of the First 
Trafic Section of the Metro- 
politan Police Department have 
grown too old. 

Immediately after the Prince’s 
betrothal was announced last 
Nov. 27, the Metropolitan Police 
Department decided to buy new 
horses for the Mounted Police 
Division. The division will 
have to supply mounted guards 
for the coach procession as in 
the case of other ritual coach 
parades staged whenever a new- 
ly accredited foreign envoy 
visits the Imperial Palace to 
present his credentials or when 
a state guest pays an official call 
on the Emperor. 

In the case of an envoy’s 
parade, six mounted guards es- 
cort the coach and 10 guards do 
the job for a state guest proces- 
sion. 

For the Imperial procession, 
however, 14 forerunners and 
nine rear guards are necessary. 
The Mounted Police Division 
had only 21 horses, half of 
which have long reached the 
retirement age. 

With necessary procedures 
taken as speedily as possible, 
police inspector Ikeda, who is 
the chief of the Mounted Police, 
proceeded to the Tohoku dis 
trict, Japan’s major horse breed- 
ing center, in. mid-December to 
recruit young horses. The job 
turned out to be unexpectedly 
difficult because since the end 
of the last war, there has been 
little demand for riding horses 
and, accordingly, little supply. 
Cart-horses and race horses 
were aplenty but they would 
not do. 

It took Ikeda and his two 
aides three weeks to get 14 five- 
yearold geldings with good 
style and of some breed distinc- 
tion. They cost an average 
¥ 150,000. 

The 50-yearold police inspec- 
tor’s -task is not confined to 
training of horses, either. 

Riders too had to be recruited / 
speciaily for the occasion from 
among higher ranking police 
men, There are enough riders 
in the Mounted Police, but the 
job is considered too important

From Soviet Union 

An unusual Soviet bill 
seeking the payment of 21,- 
500 rubles (about ¥2 mil- 
lion) for salvage service has 
recently arrived in Kushiro, 
Hokkaido, baffling a Japa- 
nese shipowner to whom 
the bill was addressed. 

The bill was received by 
the skipper of the Ise Maru 
No. 22, a 90-ton cod fishing 
boat of Kagawa Prefecture, 
Shikoku, now in Kushiro 
Port. The bill had been is- 
sued by the maritime court 
committee of the All-Soviet 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry in Moscow. 

The fishing boat had been 
taken by a Soviet vessel to 
Horomushiro in the north- 
ern Kurile group last April 
when it was trying to un- 
tangle nets caught in its 
screw.

Mrs. Paul Angle of Chicago, ' 


USA, was entertained at a'tea at 
the Tokyo YWCA Friday after- 
noon. The guest arrived in Ja- 
pan on Feb. 5 accompanying 
her husband Dr. Angle, well- 
known authority: on Abraham 
Lincoln and head of the Chica- 
go Historical Society. 


Mrs. Angle was welcomed by 
Mrs. Tamaki Uemura, president 
of the National YWCA of Japan, 
Mrs. Masatoshi Matsushita, 
president of the Tokyo YWCA, 
Mrs. Miyako Ishibashi, general 
secretary of the National YWCA, 
Miss Matsuko Watanabe, gen- 
eral secretary of the Tokyo 
YWCA, Mrs. Seiji Kaya, chair- 
man of the hospitality commit- 
tee of the Tokyo YWCA, and 
many others including board 
and staff members. 


Mrs. Angle has for many 
years been a member of the 
board of directors of the Chi- 
cago YWCA and a member of 
practically every important com- 
mittee as well as chairman of 
the central YWCA residence.

Babies Examined 
For Sex Reversal 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
Tests on 3,715 babies born in a 
Canadian hospital in one year 
showed that five of the 1,911 ap- 
parent males “proved to have 
female nuclear sex,” the medical 
journal the Lancet reported to 
day. 

In a paper printed in the 
Lancet, Dr. Keith L. Moore, as- 
sistant professor of anatomy at 
the University of Manitoba, said 
he took oral smears from new- 
born babies over a period of 12 
months at the Winnipeg Gen- 
eral Hospital. 


He tested the “chromosomal 
sex” (determined by the thread- 
like pattern of chromosomes in 
the nuclear structure of the 
human cell) of the infants in 
order to detect sex-reversal in 
the new-born. 


His purpose was to find out 
whether there was any hitherto 
unreported association between 
sex-reversal and evident con- 
genital abnormality, and to 
check the incidence of sex-re- 
versal in the new-born. 


The five exceptions were all 
normal-appearing infant anato- 
mical males “Sut had sex 
chromatin patterns typical of 
chromosomal females.” 


Commenting on Dr. Moore’s 
findings, an editorial in the 
Lancet described the results of 
the year-long tests as “most 
significant.” 


They showed that apparently 
sex-reversal was not symmetr!i- 
cal: female-to-masculine sex-re- 
versal was much commoner 
than male-to-feminine. 


Contrasting these findings 
with other authorities on the 
incidence of cases of sex-rever- 
sal, “we end up with something 
not much less than Moores 1 in 
400.” 
“This is. a remarkable finding, 
even if it is only approximately 
correct,” the Lancet added. 

“There must be one or two 
genetic females in every batta- 
lion of the British army, and a 
few such cases on nearly every 
general practitioner's list.”

NEW YORK (UPI)—In 1984, 
women will shop for clothes as 
they do for food—in supermar- 
kets—predicts dress manufac- 
turer Richard Cole. 


“Within 5 years, clothes will 
become supermarket stock. 
You'll put your money in a slot 
and a dress will come out pack- 
aged,” said Cole in an interview. 


“We're already heading to- 
ward supermarket selling,” he 
added. “Look at fashionable 
Fifth Avenue stores. Customers 
used to remain seated while 
clothes were brought to them. 
Today, mrore and more stock is 
put on the racks for women to 
thumb through. 


“Displays and decorations still 
are more elegant than in self- 
help stores, but the fashionable 
shops are basically the same as 
cut-rate stores.” 


What about custom tailoring? 

“There won't be any. Clothes 
will be vulcanized and seamed 
by machine, not hand-sewn. 
When clothing becomes a gro- 
cery-store item, the emphasis 
will be on warmth and wear- 
ability, not style. 


“The only tangible thing in 
fashion is a woman's figure. 
Styles are a variation of what to 
do with the neckline, bustline, 
waistline, hips and hemline. 


“In the future, clothes will be 
more functional. Space travel 
will affect all fashion. Even if 
a woman doesn’t go to tbe 
moon, her clothes will. reflect 
the demands of those who do.”

Blame Heaped on Capt. 
May for Loss of Ashes 


LONDON (AP)—London 
sports writers Friday blamed 
Eogiand’s cricket captain Peter 
May for the loss of the Ashes 
in the test matches in Australia. 


Under the headline “Kid-Glove 
Cuptain,” Frank Roston wrote 
in the Daily Express “I blame 
Peter May for the disastrous 
loss of the Ashes. 


“A powerful England team 
disintegrated into a haphazard 
collection of units because of 
May's “They're all grown-ups, 
let them look after themselves’ 
attitude. 


“IT am angry about the lack 
of support given May by an 
unskilled management, and I 
find the men at Lord’s who 
agree to the farcical system of 
making May only an on-the-field 
captain, guilty of failure to face 
realities. 


“But the ultimate responsibili- 
tv for England's failure falls on 
May. He seemed to be develop- 
ing authority and stature in 
England, but he has fallen far 
short in everything on this tour 


—except his personal batting.” 


Brian Chapman of the Daily 
Mirror said: “The record of 
Capt. May certainly begins to 
look black. Unbeaten at home, 
his away record is pretty rocky 
... . And his worst attacking 
decision—to make’ Australia bat 
first in this test—was his un- 
luckiest gesture of all.” 


The Daily Herald's Charles 
Bray wrote: “Defeat is no dis- 
grace if one learns from mis- 
takes—and that is what May has 
failed to do. Still he sticks by 
his decision to put Australia in 
to bat... 


“No use harping. The Ashes 
are lost. I don’t think we would 
have won this match had he bhat- 
ted first. But I'm very certain 
we wouldn't have lost it.” 

Alex Bannister of the Daily 
Mail said: “In the first true test 
of his captaincy Peter May has 
not been outstanding success.’ 

The Daily Sketch found a good 
word for the captain. “As a 
batsman he has excelled. . . As 
a captain he has trod bravely.”

- is the key tothe entire problem. A great deal could be done 


with what we have now to help ease the situation. . 

By studying the traffic systems of Western population 
centers, notably those in the United States, our officials 
would obtain much-needed lessons in the coordination of 
signals to speed up traffic, the routing of vehicles away 
from congested areas at rush hours, the strategic location 
of parking areas and the efficient enforcement of traffic 


laws. 


Plans have not been lacking. Tokyo’s shortcomings in 
the solution of its traffic headaches have been in enforce- 


ment and execution. 


Only about half of our well-laid postwar plans for 
widening city streets and rezoning Tokyo have been carried 
out. Offices have moved into our “super-highways” but not 
one automobile has used them as yet. And we are just 
now getting around to installing parking meters. 

But the biggest issue involved in moving the Imperial 
Palace is the destruction of the tradition and history which 
live in it. When the landmark of old Edo goes, Tokyo 


will die more than a little. 


The choice is a difficult one. 


It is one that should 


be made by the entire nation—not just by the Imperial 
household, or the Government, or the citizens of Tokyo. 
And closing our eyes to the issue will not help. When 
we open them, the problem will still be there, bigger and

Peiping Dictates the Terms for Resumption of Trade Relations? 


It is already more than eight 
months since Peiping slammed 
the door last May on the fourth 
unofficial Japan-Red China’ trade 
agreement. Ever since then, 
strong demands have been 
heard from among traders here 
for quick reopening of trade re- 
lations with that country. 

And the question is now un- 
der discussion in the Diet. Last 
Tuesday the Prime Minister told 
the Diet that talks for reopening 
trade could be held either on 
a private or ambassadorial level. 
His opinion was that it was still 
premature to decide which for- 
mula to adopt for breaking the 
present stalemate, and that the 
decision should be made in ac- 
cordance with the circumstances 
that may prevail at the time 
such talks are held. 

The Prime Minister also re 
vealed that a plan was under 
consideration to sign govern- 
ment-to-government agreements 
with the Peiping regime for 
postal and meteorological serv- 
ices, and it was his suggestion 
that trade might also be resum- 
ed on a similar basis. 

Speaking in the House of Rep- 
resentatives Foreign Affairs 
Committee, Foreign Minister 
Fujiyama also mentioned that it 
might become necessary for this 
country to resolve the trade is- 
sue pending between the two 
countries on a government-to- 
government basis. 

There is, further, a Socialist 
plan to send a delegation to Pei- 
ping in search of possible 
chances for resumption of trade. 
At all events, things are very 
likely now to develop toward 
the desired reopening of the 
long-suspended trade relations. 

Discouraging Reports 

What cast a damper on the 
ardor of the Japanese people 
under these circumstances was 
the report recently made on 
Peiping’s attitude by Suezo 
Tazaki, secretary general of 
the Asian Agricultural Ex- 
change Association. Tazaki had 
visited the Chinese capital at 
the invitation of the Chinese 
People’s Institute for Foreign 
Affairs, and returned home to- 
ward the end of last month. 

This man said he did not be- 
lieve that any improvement in 
the Japan-Red China trade rela- 
tions could ever be achieved by 
relying upon the present con- 
servative government. There 
would be hope, in his opinion, 
for resumption of trade only 
when the people of Japan unite 
themselves in a nationwide 
movement for peaceful coexist- 
ence with Communist China. 


“It has been confirmed,” 
Tazaki stated, fthgt there is 
possibility of C unist China 
acceding to our request to re- 
open trade relations only if the 
Japan Socialist Party and other 
democratic organizations in this 
country unite their efforts and 
push on relentless battles for 
attaining the purpose just in 
the manner they fought recent- 
ly against the Police Duties 
Revision Bill.” 


He also reported that the 
Chinese Communists regarded 
as entirely out of question the 
idea of reconciliation talks at an 
ambassadorial level as recently 
proposed by Prime Minister 
Kishi. 


The report on the same sub 
ject made by Masaharu Hata- 
naka, an executive of the Asian 
Solidarity Committee in Japan, 
was even more discouraging. 
En route from an extensive tour 
of North Korea, Russia and the 
Chinese mainland, he arrived in 
Hongkong on Jan. 22. There he 
quoted Liao Chen-shih, vice 
chairman of the Communist 
Chinese Peace Committee, 
whom he said he had met in 
Peiping, and stated that Peli- 


ping would never ease its pres Progra 


ent firm stand toward Japan

Macmillan’s Soviet Visit 

British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan’s plan to visit the 
Soviet Union, now formally 
decided, can be described as 
“timely and pertinent.” There 
is still a wide gap in views of 
the East and West on vital prob- 
lems such as nuclear test sus- 
pension and disarmament. In 
parallel with an economic race, 
which has still to make its pres- 
ence felt, the two opposing 
camps are carrying on a relent- 
less armament race. Some step 
or other will have to be taken 
now for maintenance of world 
peace. It is said that Prime 
Minister Macmillan’s visit to 
Russia is not designed for nego- 
tiations with the Soviet Govern- 
ment. But should it be possible 
for Macmillan to sound out Rus- 
sia's intent, it will become pos- 
sible for the West to make a 
new move for the cause of 
world peace.—Asahi Shimbun 


Whaling Nations 

The Government Feb. 7 decid- 
ed on the nation’s conditional 
withdrawal from the Interna- 
tional Whaling Convention, The 
Government's decision followed 
similar steps taken by the 
Netherlands and Norway. These 
three nations are dissatisfied 
with the decision made last fall 
by the five whaling nations’ 
conference to allocate catches 
out of the restricted target of 
15,000 whales. At this confer- 
ence, the Soviet Union was 
allocated 3,000 whales, just 
double its haul of 1,500 whales 


last year. Depending on a deci- 
sion to be taken at conference 
scheduled for this month in To- 
kyo, the three nations, Japan, 
the Netherlands and Norway, 
may formally decide to with- 
draw from the convention. In 
that event, the Japanese whal- 
ing industry is urged to pre- 
serve whale resources until a 
new agreement is reached 
among the whaling nations.— 
Nihon Keizai Shimbun 


Capital Funds 

There are loud cries in vari- 
ous circles asking for physical 
improvement of the nation’s 
economy or Japan’s industry. 
For that purpose, it will be nec- 
essary for individual companies 
to boost their own capital 
funds. Under the circum- 
stances, the Government is plan- 
ning to revise a law in an effort 
to force individual companies 
to accumulate their capital 
funds. But the contemplated 
revision is far from sufficient 
for industrial companies to 
boost their capital funds. It is 
therefore hoped that the Gov- 
ernment will work out measures 
to lighten tax burdens on com- 
pany profits in order to encour- 
age capital accumulation. At 
the same time, these companies 
are urged to decrease dividend 
payments in order to boost 


their own capital funds.—Osaka 
Shimbun (Osaka)

We are behind no one in de. 
siring quick resumption of trade 
relations with the Chinese main- 
land. Surely, however, it is not 
through such measures as sug- 
gested by Tazaki that we hope 
to have the trade relations re- 
stored. 


The move suggested by this 
agricultural expert is tanta- 
mount to advancing the forma- 
tion of an antigovernment unit- 
ed front in this country. Peli- 
ping wants the people of Japan 
to rise in a common front 
against their conservative gov- 
ernment in the manner as they 
once scored a triumph in their 
struggle against the Police Du- 
ties Revision Bill. 

We are, of course, not quite 
satisfied with the present, LAb- 
eral - Democratic Government.

Southeast Asia 


The increasing Chinese eco- 
nomic infiltration into Southeast 
Asia, together with the closing 
of Chinese markets, has more 
important implications for this 
nation than the loss of trade 
involved. Red China, which con- 
sists of 600 million competitors, 
represents today a continuing 
threat to the peace and inde- 
pendence of other nations in 


The economy of Red China is 
believed to have returned to its 
prewar level in 1952. With that 
year as the base, that country’s 
export and import stood, in 1957 
—only five years later—at 155. 

Especially remarkable was the 
rate of expansion of its trade 
with Southeast Asian countries. 
Its exports to these areas, which 
was nearly zero in 1950, zoomed 
in 1957 to the $300 million mark. 
And in return, imports from the 
Southeastern Asian countries 
rose to $120 million. These ex- 
ports and imports accounted to 
more than 10 per cent of China’s 


total trade. The weight of these 


countries in China’s trade with 
the Free World has, thus, come 
to account for nearly 40 per 
cent. 

And the Communists profess 
their offensive in the Southeast 
Asian areas as “an unarmed 
war.” The impression we get 


is, indeed, that Peiping intends “ 


to Invade the Southeast Asian 
markets irrespective of cost— 
all from political motives. Sure- 
ly they feel that any price they 
pay to drive the Japanese out 
of these markets is far cheaper 
than waging an armed war 
against this nation. 


They are selling merchandise 
to Southeast Asia at prices 
which are absurdly low and on 


terms of payment which are al- N 


most outrageous from the view- 
point of normal business. They 
have also spared no effort in 
campaigning for the sympathy 
and support of wealthy Chinese 
merchants overseas, There are 
13 million Chinese merchants 
now in Burma, Thailand, Ma- 
laya, Singapore, Indonesia and 
the Philippines, whose influence 
in these areas is tremendous. It 
will be remembered, further- 
more, that the majority of these 
overseas merchants are in sup- 
rt of the Communist regime 
in. Peiping. 


The Intention 


Such an alarming advance of 
Red China into the Southeast 
Asian markets naturally result- 
ed in the rapid reduction of Ja- 
pan’s exports to these areas and 
imports therefrom. 


In 1953, Southeast Asia took 
30.1 per cent of the total Japa- 
nese export trade and 23 per 
cent of imports, The year 1957 
saw, however, these figures 
drop t6 26.4 per cent and 145 
per cent respectively. 

A setback was conspicuous 
especially in exports of cotton 
cloth. This country exported, 
in 1954, 284 million yardg as 
compared wih 4,400,000 yards 
from Red China to Indonesia. 
In 1957, however, her exports 
showed a steep drop to 96 mil- 
lion yards. China, of course, 
succeeded in stepping up ex- 
ports to 120 million yards in 
the meantime. 


The tecent Chinese offensive 
in Southeast Asia and Peiping’s 
terms for resumption of trade 
relations alike seem to indicate 
the true intention of Commu- 
nist China. Unless the Chinese 
Communists drastically change 
these policies, there may be lit- 
tle hope for saving the present 
situation. The Prime Minister 
may, perhaps, be justified in his 
belief that Japan can do little 
toward mending the rift be- 
tween the two neighboring na- 
tions so long as Peiping remains 
intent upon waging “unarmed 
war” against the Japanese Gov- 
ernment and the people who 
chose it,

It is known that Molotov 
spoke scornfully of slogans, 
like the one about the USSR 
overtaking and surpassing US. 
productive might in a _ short 
historical period. ° 


The Soviet bureaucracy got 
in the way of swift economic 
advancement. But the bureau- 
ecracy, run from + Moscow, also 
insured party authority. In his 
gamble to remove roadblocks in 
the way of economic strides, 
Khrushchev proposed to _ in- 
crease authority in the 15 union 
republic governments so they 
could make some _ decisions 
without prior reference to Mos- 
cow. 


When Molotov heard about 
it, back in June 1957, he was 
outraged. To his mind the 
program would put the party's 
centralized power on the firing 
line. 


“Invitation to anarchy!” 
shouted Molotov. 

“Conservative!” Khrushchev 
snorted back. 


Top-ranking economists seem- 
to side with Molotov— 
among them Mikhail Pervukhin, 
Maxim Saburov, and Nikolai 
Bulganin. All three were mem- 
bers of the Presidium. Khrush- 
chev outmaneuvered them and 
had them tossed off that ruling 
party body, along with Molotov, 
Georgi Malenkov, Lazar Kaga- 
novich and Dmitri Shepilov.

He 
had insisted Khrushchey’s eco- 
nomic plans would end up if 
chaos, If, as Khrushchev 
alleges, Malenkov lied seven 
years ago about the condition 
of Soviet agriculture, then 
Khrushchev probably was 
gilding the truth about the 
economy too, Molotov seemed to 
hint. Molotov said the Soviet 
Union hardly could dream of 
surpassing U.S. per capita pro- 
duction in any short historical 
period then. At that moment 
in 1957, it still was far from 
self-sufficient in food. 


Khrushchev, though enjoy- 
ing victory over the Molotov 
group, has had to back down 
a bit from his rosiest predic- 
tions. hie tells the Communist 
congress that communism— 
supposed to mean plenty for 
all according to their needs— 
still is a long way off. He con- 
cedes that for years there still 
will not be sufficient produc- 
tion to permit any liberal 
distribution of the good things 
of life. 

Khrushchev also concedes 
that transfer of some of the 
central bureaucracy’s preroga- 
tives to union republic or 
ganizations will have to be 
slow and gradual.

Background Given 


William 8S. White, the noted 
political reporter and author 
of the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
biography “The Taft Story” joins 
the staff of The Japan Dimes

in this space. 

Though White 
is a new star in 
the field’ of 
column writing, 
he has long 
been known for 
his incisive po- 
litical reporting. Bie 
He has spent igus 
almost two White 
thirds of his 35-year career as 
a newspaperman in covering 
the complexities of politics and 
government on the national 
and international levels. 

Here is something of his back- 
ground: 

Starting as a full-time re 

rter for the Austin (Texas) 
tatesman while a sophmore at 
the University of Texas, he 
was picked up by the Associat- 
ed Press upon leaving college 
and was soon transferred to its 
Washington Bureau, where he 
served successively as political 
reporter, feature writer and 
political correspondent. 

He became general night edi- 
tor and, later, war editor for 
AP’s general offices in New 
York, and then went overseas 
as an assault war correspon- 
dent. He erossed the English 
Channel with the invasion 
forces on D-Day. 


In 1945 White joined The New 
York Times and returned to the 
American capital as a Washing- 
ton correspondent. He became 
in 1956 chief congressional cor- 
respondent for the Times—a 
post which he resigned be 1, 
1958 to become Washington 
columnist for United Features 
Syndicate.
